Two-Thirds Rule Appears Downed. 
Two delegates from thefifth district of 
Michigan, William I. MeKnight and Gen- 
eral W. P. Hummer, both active free sil- 
were among the. visitors to head- 
and conferred at length with 
members of the executive committee. The 
situation in the Wolverine state is’ that 
while fourteen of the twenty-six delegates 
the delegation is instructed 
for gold and bound that standard by 
the unit rule.

unit rule. Part of the plan of the Michigan 
silver men is to go before the committee 
on credentials and to ask the unseating 
of the entire gold wings of the state dele- 
gates, among whom is Elliott G. Steven- 
son, law partner of ex-Secretary Don M. 
Dickinson, on tne ground that the state 
convention was packed and a free expres- 
sion of opinion was suppressed. 
Secretary Sheerin reported to the sub- 
committee today his allotment of tickets 
for the press, but the result will not be 
made known until tomorrow or later. 
Sergeant-at-Arms Martin, when waited 
upon by the committee appointed at yester- 
day’s caucus of the Illinois delegation to 
demand additional appointments and tick- 
maintained the stand that he had 
previously taken and said with emphasis 
that not a Chicago man would be placed in 
charge of a door. He succeeded in con- 
vincing the committee that his position was 
a right one and it will so report when 
the conference reassembies on Sunday 
morning.

meeting in the Sherman house tonight of 
the national bimetallic democratic commit- 
tee. Senator Jones, of Arkansas, on be- 
half of the committee delegated to wait 
On the members of the ‘national committee, 
reported the result of the conference this 
afternoon. The senator said they had been 
received courteously and hAd been inform- 
ed that as the body they appeared before 
Was only part of the executive committeé 
none of the questions presented as to the 
temporary organization could be passed 
upon. The committee Was requested to 
Wait upon the full committee. 
ean Pe puerous speeches, moderate in 
tan te here et with a quiet determina- 
ave their own way, the meeting 
decided to continue the existence of the 
conference committee, of which Senator 
Jones is chairman. Several leaders advo- 
cated enlarging the scope and usefulness 
of the committee by making it a permanent 
conventior organization with the title of 
nag sa to which all silver delegates will 
e eligible to come. This proposition met 
with unanimous favor, and Senator Harris, 
of Tennessee, was chosen chairman of the 
caucus. The meeting adjourned to Friday. 
night or earlier at the call of the chair- 
man. 
Will Organie the Convention. 
The general opinon of those present was 
that the silver forces had lost no ad- 
vantage by going before the national com- 
mittee, and that the mild manner in which 
they were received led them to believe 
that the silver men would be allowed to 
organize the convention permanently and 
temporarily, elect their candidates and 
make their own platform without any se- 
rious obstacle from the gold men. The 
fact was noted as significant that the del- 
egation of silver men were assured by the 
national committee that the power of the 
committee in full meetings was limited 


p to recommending to the convention for its 


acceptance the temporary officers and the 
temporary roll of sitting delegates. 
Among the newly arrived silver delegates 
who attended the meeting were ex-Senator 
Patrick Walsh and Ewan P. Howell, both 
of whom are delegates at large from Geor- 
gia. The Boies and Bland representatives 
from Iowa and Missouri, who are dele- 
gates, also attended. Governor Altgeld, 
been a tireless and conspicuous 
worker in the silver cause since the dele- 
gates began to arrive, felt physically un- 
eual to the task of keeping up the work, 
with next week’s programme in prospect, 
and he left for Springfield tonight. Imme- 
diately after the meeting Senator Cock- 
rell, of Missouri, was brought to his room 
and introduced by Senator Jones. The 
governor appeared glad to meet the Mis-

The Bland Men at Work. 

The Bland campaign managers, who were 
waiting in the rotunda for somethirg,, talk- 
ed as if it was a cerfainty that the 48 Illi- 
nois votes would be cast for Mr. Bland 
on the first ballot. There has been no sign 
of a Boies representative being closeted 
with Governor Altgeld in his private room. 
Among the gold members of the national 
committee who are being talked about in 
a way which indicates their retirement in 
favor of the ruling element are Messr¢. 
Cable, of Illinois; Sheerin, ‘of Indiana; Pra- 
ther, of Missouri, and Richardson, of 
Iowa. 

Senator Benjamin R. Tillman, who is a 
delegate at large, arrived this evening with 
D. H. Tompkins, of North Carolina, and 
registered at tha Sherman hause. ‘The 
fighting statesman announced his intentfon 
of entering into the thick of the fight to 
smother the gold men in the convention at 
every stage, but did not commit himself as 
to the presidential candidate of his choice. 

Chairman Harrityv, when questioned after 
the conference with Senator Turpie and 
others, said: 

“The delegation made certain inquiries 
as to the procedure of the national com- 
mittee affecting the temporary organiza- 
tion and contests and’ tiokets. We referred 
them as to organization and contests to the 
record of former committees, “particularly 
as shown in the official record of the 1892 
convention. As to the matter of settling 
any contests of delegations to previous re- 
ports of the acts of the credentials commit- 
tees after the meeting of conventions. We 
also told the gentlemen that the full na- 
tional committee would have sole jurisdic- 
tion of the temporary organization and 
the make-up of the temporary roll and they 
had better-appear before that committee 
when it méets next week for further in- 
formation. They went away without ex- 
pressing themselves further.”

JUDGE SCOTT BOLTS. 


Leaves the Republican Party Because 
It Is Tributary to Wall Street. 


Omaha, . Julyy1.—Judge Cunningham R. 
Scott, one of the Whost prominent judges on 
the district bench’ in Nebraska, a life-long 
republican, and who last fall ran ahead of 
his ticket for re-election, appears with the 
statement that he cannot indorse the plat- 
form of his party. He styles the gathering 
at St. Louis as a “gold syndicate, tributary 
to Wall street.’’ In the course of his letter 
he says: 

‘That convention renounced its traditions 
and doctrines and abandoned the republic- 
anism of Lincoln, Grant, Blaine and Gar- 
field by inviting a foreign interference with 
our financial system—inviting the stamp of 
royalty upon our silver before it can i) 
remonetized in America. I charge the St. 
Louis convention with bolting the tradi- 
tions, the tenets and doctrines of the party 
for nearly half a century. 

“It ’ as bolted the constitution, the Ameri- 
can people, t%e American flag and: an 
American ‘product—silver—greater than that 
produced by any other country, and then 
gone wild in cheering for American protec- 
tion.’’ 

After quoting the platform, the judge con- 
tinues: 

“This means an everlasting farewell to 
bimetallism—no more American mints for 
American mines or*the free coinage of the 
American mined silver is the republican 
party can fight silver to a finish, because 
no one at all conversant with the facts be- 
lieves that there will ever be an interna- 
tional bimetallism. Let the American bi- 
metallist that crosses the Bridge of Sighs 
on that plank leave all lope behind.”

the resolution. which was adopted by a 
rising vote unanimously. 

This gave rise to great cheering. For 
a while the convention fairly went wild 
Over the great western city. 

Next on the programme was a historical 
address by Dr. Jabez L. M. Curry, ex- 
minister to Spain. He was eloquently in- 
troduced by General Gordon and was 
warmly greeted by the veterans. His ad- 
dress was of the highest order of literary 
merit and will be a valuable contribution 
to American history. He discussed ‘slavery 
nullification, secession .and war in detail 
in a most eloquent manner and was most 
attentively listened to by the now. thronged 
hall of the cenvention. He was evidently 
heard with great interest and pleasure and 
many’ of the strong points he made in 
vindication of the south’s course were 
loudly applauded. 

They Took the Auditorium. 

There were during the delivery of a por- 
tion of the address one or two unavoida- 
ble interruptions. One of .these was the 
entry into the hall of the James B. Herbert 
confederate camp of Maryland, headed by 
a splendid band playing ‘‘Maryland, My 
Maryland.’ ‘The band marched _ boidly 
through the length of the hall followed by 
the camp up to the stand, a way being 
cleared for them, and the audience was 
in the wildest uproar with yells and cheers 
then. Just as the Maryland band stopped 
playing ‘“‘My Maryland” a band in the rear 
of the stand struck up ‘‘Dixie’’ and then 
there was a repetition of the wildest cheer- 
ing and southern enthusiasm. 

When General Gordon had succeeded in 
restoring order, Dr. Curry resumed his 
most interesting address. 

The crowd today has been increased 
by the arrival of numerous trains bringing 
in eonfederate camps and excursionists 
from all parts of this and adjoining states, 
The main thoroughfares of the city are 
almcst impassable and the street car ser- 
vice, as largely as it has been increased, 
is totally inadequate to move the crowds. 
Every hotel. boarding house, empty Sstore 
and other possible place for housing 
strangers is crowded greatly beyond its 
capacity. 

Besides veterans and citizens and ex- 
cursionists there are several military or- 
ganizations present in camp. Among them 
corps of cadets from Virginia Military in- 
Stitute, cadets from Blacksburg Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college, high school] 
cadets from Washington and those from 
other educational institutions. 

A large number of trains are expected 
tomorrow bringing in crowds from Nor- 
folk, Portsmouth, Petersburg, Staunton 
and intervening points, which will swell 
the visiting throngs to such an extent as 
was never witnessed before Om any occa- 
sion in Richmond. 

Dr. Curry concluded his address amid 
great applause. Resolutions of thanks 
were unanimously passed and 10,000 copies 
of the address were ordered to be printed 
for distribution. 

General Gordon then announced that the 
regular business of the convention was in 
order and reports of committees would be 
heard. 

General Stephen D.° Lee moved that 
the reading of all reports except the im- 
portant one of the adjutant general, be 
dispensed with, which was adopted, and 
the reading of Adjutant General Moorman’s 


report began. 

Speaking of the reunited country, he 
said he would like to see General John 
B. Gordon in the white house. (Great 
cheers and prolonged applause.) And he 
believed if he was there it would not be 
long before the last vestige of monarch- 
ial institutions and government woula be 
banished from this hemisphere. He hcped 
that’ in the near future we would see a 
free and independent republic in the beau- 
tiful island of Cuba. (Cheers.) 

The conclusion of- Corporal Tanner’s 
speech was beautiful, touching, sublime 
and intensely patriotic. His appeal to the 
young people who are succeeding the vet- 
erans as the owners of the republic was 
extremely patriotic and well received by 
the big audience, and when he concluded 
the house rang again and again with 
cheers, and the band played ‘‘Yankee Doo- 
die’’ and “Dixie.” This was the ereat

General 
Underwood is a fine speaker and made a 
beautiful address.

Bellinger was opposed for re-election today 
by Carroll Simms, of the conservative fac- 
tiom.

When Simms took the 
stand he was enthusiastically cheered by 
those who had been his political opponents. 
On Solicitor Bellinger attempting to speak, 
the first howling of the campaign began.

time was/wasted. Posses were sent post- 
haste in every direction, with instructions 
mot to return until the brute was found. 
A negre was soon arrested on suspicion 
and lodged in jail at Lincolnton. 

Confessed the Deed. 

The indignant citizens continued scouring 
the country and about 5 o’clock came up 
on a strange negro making his way toward 
South Carolina, on the road between Gosh- 
en and Barkesdale ferry. He was stopped 
and told to give an account of himself, 
whereupon he broke down and confessed 
the deed, saying that any 
punishment that they should see fit to ad- 
minister.

Lee’s Name Made Them Wild. 

When the state of Virginia was reached 
General Peyton Wise, from the stand, 
presented the name of Colonel John B. 
Carey. A delegate way down in the body 
of th@ hall arose and in a stentorian voice 
proposed the name of General Fitzhugh 
Lee as trustee for Virginia. The men- 
tion of the name of fitzhugh Lee was 
greeted by a loud and continued cheer, 
which showed the popularity of the dash- 
ing cavalry leader, now the consul general 
at Havana. The Virginians were then 
called together to decide the matter. Gen- 
eral Wise urged that while he honored no 
man more than General Fitzhugh Lee, 
that gentleman was absent and could not 
attend to the duties of a trustee.

Rouss or his later proposal of $500,000 
with their respective conditions shall be 
accepted. 

The final important matter which the 
convention took up was the next place for 
the annual reunion .of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans.

in doing sso paid many neat compliments 
to Virginia, and the confederacy. 

General J. A. Challeron, of Louisiana, 
briefly stated that New Orleans would not 
he a competitor for the next reunion. 

Judge W. H. Avery, of North Carolina, 
seconded the nomination of the city of 
Nashville, as Tennessee was the daughter 
of North Capolina. 

Nominations then closed, and a call of 
the states being ordered, it was soon ob- 
served that as bctween Baltimore and 
Nashville the latter city was decidedly the 
more popular. General Douglas then, on 
the part of Baltimore, in a neat speech, 
withdrew the city of Baltimore, and the 
selection of Nashville as the next place 
of meeting was made unanimous.

MRS. HARRIET BEECHER STOWE. 


A Woman Eminent in the Literary 
World Passes Away. 
Hartford, Conn,, July 1.—(Specfal.)—Mrs. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe died ‘at noon at 
her home on Forest street, in this city. 
At her bedside were members of the fam- 
ily who had been expecting the passing 
away for hours. Mrs. Stowe was eighty- 
two years of age and had been in failing 

health for some time. 
Sketch of Mrs. Stowe. 

Mrs. Stowe was the daughter of the late 
Dr.“Lyman Beecher. She was_ born in 
Litchfield, Conn., June 15, 1814. 

At the age of fifteen she was associafzed 
with her sister in the labors of a school 
at Hartford. She afterwards removed to 
Walnut Hills, a Cincinnati suburb, with 
her relatives, and was married in 1835 to 
Rev. C. E. Stowe, professor of biblical 
history in the Lane seminary, over which 
her father presided, During the earlier 
part of her married life Mrs. Stowe wrote 
several sketches for the magazines, which 
were afterwards collected and published 
under the titles of “The May Flower,” and 
“Two Ways of Spending the Sabbath.” 
Shortly after Professor Stowe had accept- 
ed the chair of biblical literature at An- 
dover, in 1850, his wife, and ardent aboli- 
tionist, published ‘“‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin.”’ It 
‘was first published in The Washington 
National Era. Jt went through several 
editions, was republished in England and 
was translated into various European lan- 
guages. The “Key to Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
explanatory of the incident on which her 
book was founded, appeared in 1852, .wo 
years later. Accompanied by her husband 
and brother she. traveled in Europe in 
1853, and after her return to America pro- 
duced her traveling impressions in a work 
entitled ‘“‘Sunny Memories of Foreign 
Lands.” In 1856 she published “Dred, a 
Tale of the Great- Dismal Swamp.” In 
1859 a ‘work upon the social condition of 
the United States, entitled “‘A Minister's

HEARD AT A SPECIAL TERuu. 


The Defense Will Probatiy Attempt 
To Show That There Was an 
Attempted Assault.

John McCullough, the Clayton county 
farmer accused of murdering his wife, is 
still confined in the station house. It is 
most probable that he will remain there un- 
til the next session of the Clayton county 
superior court, Which convenes Septem- 
ber Ist. 

Judge Candler has come to the conclusion 
that there is no necessiity for an imme- 
diate trial and will not call a special session 
of the court for this purpose. 

Judge Candler has been prompted in the 
decision by several reasons. if che trial 
is postponed for sixty days it will afford a 
much better opportunity for the accumula- 
tion of evidence eithey for or against the 
prisoner. 

It is also possible that there will be no 
change of venue. The judge is satisfied 
of the conservatism of the citizens of Clay- 
ton, and that there is no disposition there 
to prevent the law from taking its own 
a McCullough will be given a fair 
trial, 

Up to the present time prcbably the most 
damaging picce of evidence that has been 
discovered against McCullough is the spots 
of blood on his trousers which he wore 
on that memorable Saturday morning. 

There is little doubt in the minds ot the 
authorities but what those spots are blood. 
This fact is not denied by McCullough. A 
new witness has appeared, however, whose 
testimony, if correct, will give much 
strength to the defense on this point. 

This is Mrs. Benfield, a white woman 
who lives near the McCulloughs, and who 
never made her statement until yesterday. 
She says that the blood was not on John’s 
trousers until after the body had been 
found and claims that the spots were left 
on the goods while McCullough was hand- 
ling the body before and after it had been 
taken to the house. 

McCullough has still engaged no counsel 
for his defense. Emery McCullough, his 
brother, is managing the case so far. 
He was seen yesterday afternoon and stat- 
ed that he would employ competent coungel 
in a few days. 

Emery has great faith in his brother’s 
innocence. He cannot believe that John 
killed his wifi, as he fails to see any pos- 
Sible cause for it. He has no idea, how- 
ever, as to the identification of the mur- 
derer. 

As no lawyers have been employed, no 
specific outline of the defense to be made 
has been prepared. It was ascertained, 
however, yesterday afternoon that one point 
to be made by McCullough is that an at- 
tempted assault had been made on Mrs. 
McCullough by some unknown party and 
that the fiend had killed his victim to pre- 
vent her screams. 

McCulloughs was geen again in his cell 
last night and he refused to make any 
further statement. 

He seemed to be more cheerful yesterday 
than the day before. His face presented 
a better color and he is growing more accus- 
tomed to his cheerless surrourdings. He 
aatercense little fear as to the result of his 
rial.

The Negro Will Be Placed on Trial 
This Morning. 


HE SAYS HE IS INNOCENT 


The Middlebrooks Case Is Also Set for 
Today, 


CONDUCTOR OSBORNE WAS ACQUITTED 


John Tyler Cooper Is Said To Be Quite 
Ill and His Case Has Been In- 
Definitely Postponed. 


Columbus C. Johnson, charged with the 
murder of Baker Bass, will be placed on 
trial for his life in the superior criminal 
court this morning. 

Will the investigation solve the mystery 
of the early morning tragedy and discover 
the hand that fired the shot that killed the 
merchant? 

This is the question that the testimony 
and the verdict of the jury alone can an- 
swer. 

The detectives who have been working 
on the case say Johnson is the guilty man, 
and that it was he, hidden upon the bank 
in the shadows, who deliberately killed 
Baker Bass in order to be revenged for a 
slight misunderstanding. 

The prisoner says he is innocent and that 
he will.easily prove an alibi and will have no 
difficulty in proving the apparent chain of 
circumstantial evidence woven about his 
neck as totally false. 

Yesterday morning the case was reached 
before Judge Candler and all was in readi- 
ness for the trial to commence, when the 
state asked for a delay in the hearing, 
evidence was necessary; other wit- 
were to be subponsed and ad- 

links were needed to make 
stronger the chain of evidence that has 
been welded by the detectives. Judge 
Candler granted a postponement of twenty- 
four hours and stated that the case would 
be called at half-past 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Johnson was carried back to the jail and 
locked up again. This morning he will -be 
carried into the courtroom and will be 
asked to show where he was at the time 
the shots were fired. This he says he can 
do, and the defense has intimated that 
the trial of the case will occupy only a 
very short time, 

The negro takes his 
slightest demonstration. If anything he 
seems to be over-confident and does not 
hesitate to say that he will come out all 
right when the case is heard. 

Middlebrooks’s Case Comes Up. 

Hiram Middlebrooks will be tried today, 
provided the prosecution is ready. 

The case was set for last Monday, but 
Mr. E. B. Reed, who had the criminal 
warfant taken out, was not in court. A 
certificate from a West Voint physician 
stated that the father of Mr. Reed was 
quite ill and the latter could not attend the 
trial on that day. 

Judge Candler set the case for this morn- 
ing and soon the Johnson case is 
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disposed of Middlebrooks will doubtless be |

If Mr. Reed is present’‘and the hearing 
really occurs it is said the trial will tast 
only a short time and a verdict will soon 
be reached. The friends of the young man 
have been at work endeavoring to raise 
the amount of his shortage with the hopes 
that the case would be dismissed.

Tyler Cooper Is [I11. 


John Tyler Cooper is ill and when his 
case was called in the superior criminal 


court before Judge Candler yestsrday a 
certificate was read from Dr. McDaniel 
stating that Mr. Cooper was in no condi- 
tion to leave his room, and it might be 
several days before the ex-county clerk 
would be able to attend a trial in the 
courtroom. 

Several days ago Mr. Cooner was seized 
with sudden illness, and while he was 
suffering much pain, it was thought that 
the attack was short and would soon pass 
away. But Mr. Cooper was much sicker 
than was at first supposed and vesterday 
afternoon it was said’ that he was quite 
ill at his room. 

On account of this illness the case will 
not be set for the present and Judee 
Candler will wait and see what his condi- 
tion is and what the physicians have to 
say before he again appoints a day fora 
hearing.

MASTER PLUMBERS AGREE TO 
TEN HOURS A DAY.

Offer for a Settlement of the Strike 
Not Relished by the Plumbers 
and the Strike Continues. 

a * 


The master-plumbers held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon to discuss the strike of 
their employes, which has been on a week. 

It was decided to make a proposition to 
the strikers, but the demands of the lat- 
ter are not granted by the masters. Some 
of the strikers say that the proposition 
is an offer which, if accepted, would place 
them on a footing more unsatisfactory 
than the condition of affairs before the 
strike. : 

It is said that the strikers will reject 
the ,propesition of the masters und declare 
the strike still effective. In that case a 
long and hard fought battle will be waged 
in the plumbing trade. 

Both sides are determined and say that 
they will stand firm and fight tue matter 
out. It is known that certain of the mas- 
ter plumbers favor granting the demand 
of the strikers, but a majority of the em- 
ployers are against them, and the strike 
will not end now unless the strikers decide 
to remain out no longer and accep: the 
offer made them yesterday. 

The plumbers and steam fitters have been 
working nine hours a day for several 
months. Before that time the men worked 
ten hours. Now the master plumbers pro- 
pose for the men to go back to the ten- 
hour system and that, too, withont increas- 

pay. Instead of getting iheir wages 
are met with a propo- 
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sifion to make them work one hour long- 
er each day. 

By the terms of the proposition of the 
masters certain plumbers would get an 
increase of ten per’ cent on the wages paid 
them at the time of the strike, but they 
will be required to work ten hours a ‘day 
where they have been working only n‘ne. 

The masters adopted a resoijution en:body- 

ing their proposition. It recited the coudi- 
tion of the trade as the mastvrs see it, and 
then offers the men the alternative cf 
working one hour more per day withcut 
extra pay, provided they are at prevent 
receiving $2.50 per day. Men drawing less 
than that will gee 10 per cent more. All 
other workmen are given the right to csk 
for more money at any time, and if denied, 
“he can exercise the rights gran‘ed all 
citizens, and the employer reserves the 
same right,”’ says the resolutiun. 
' The journeymen plumbers—ihe etrike>s— 
are displeased with the proposition of the 
masters, and when they mivet in special 
session this morning it is probable that 
the proposition will be rejected and the 
strike continued. At least that i= what 
some of the journeymen claiimeji vester- 
day afternoon. 


The Masters’ Resolve. 


The meeting of the master plumbers was 
held behind closed doors, put the following 
is a copy of the resolution idopted, offcred 
by Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 1, 1896—Whoreas, the 
journeymen plumbers of this sity did, on 
the 26th. day of June, 1896, go wut of our 
employ without cause, demanding an ad- 
vance in wages at a time when trade is 
depressed and the country commercially 
at a standstill and money only to be had 
at a sacrifice. 

“Under these conditions and status of 
affairs in our city and country, be it re- 
solved by this body that we tender our 
former employes, for ten hours’ work on 
all contracts, that all employes receiving 
$2.50 and upwards per day, be continued 
at the same, and that all younger plumb- 
ers be advanced ten per cent on present 
wages now paid, and that all employes 
have the right to ask at any time an ad- 
vance of his wages, and if denied, he ex- 
ercises the rights granted all citizens, and 
the employers reserve the same right.” 


HANYE HAS HOPE, 


THE DOOMED BOY EXPECTS THE 
GOVERNOR TO INTERFERE. 


Says He Is Innocent—His Attor- 
neys Will Appeal to Governor At- 
kinson for a Commutation. 


Pacing back and forth in his narrow 
cell, his face dark with anxiety and his 
nerves shattered from suffering and sus- 
pense, Arthur Hanye spent a restless day 
in prison yesterday. 

Since early boyhood Hanye has been 
cared for by his aunt, Miss Eiasterlin Cook, 
and she has lavished upon the wayward 
boy all the affection of a mother. Yes- 
terday she was silent. Her visits to the 
jail Rave ceayed apd She sits alone in her 
grief through the long hours of the Cay. 

On August 7th Hanye will meet nis doom 
upon the scaffold, unless ‘#overnor Atkin- 
son interferes and commutes the sentence 
of death to life imprisonment, The last 
resource has been exhausted fuve this, 
and an application is now being prepared 
in Hanye’s behalf, and it is upon this ap- 
peal, the affidavits of jurors and witness- 
es of the last trial, that one more effort 
will be made to save the neck of the pris- 
oner from the noose of the rope that now 
ee from the grim scaffold in the jail 
yard. 

“Il am a doomed man unless the governor 
aids me,” said Hanye yesterday. “but 
Il have hope. My God, I am innocent of 
the crime. I tell you it“is awtul to have 
the judge say you are to be hanged, and 
innocent, too. 

“Tt did not kill Will Spinks. I did not 
Strike the blow that caused ris death, and 
if 1 am hanged, I will say I am innoceft as 
long as I have breath. Why Spinks was 
my friend—the best friend i had on earth 
except my aunt. I loved him like a brother 
and he would have been the last porson 
on earth that I would have killed, 

“Il wish I could see the governor and tel] 
Will feil on the 
point of the knife blade and he was killed 
by an aecident. I had no idea of killing 
him, and when we went into the bar ] 
was in a good humor and zupposed ke 
was. I walked up to him and slapped him 
on the shoulder, supposing that he was 
still friendly toward we, I called him by 
a name he had called me a thousaid times. 
But he was angry. He turned upon me 
with an oath, and I saw he was nou the 
same man. I told him I was sorrv. 

“After [ had left him I went hack. No, 
I did not return to renew the diflievity, 
but I wanted to find out what had! charg- 
ed him so. I asked him again what was 
the matter. He slapped me in the face 
for answer, and [I drew my knife. We 
clutches and fell. I was underneath 
and the knife came in contact with his 
head: Why I can’t realize Will?is dead. 
He was mv best friend and T tove’d nim 
and would have risked my life for him,” 

Like a Mother Loves Her Child. 

For more than fifteen years Hanve has 
been cared for by Miss Cook, and during 
that period of time she has loved him as 
a mother. When the news of the murder 
was scattered through the city and Hanye 
was arrested no one wept. more than his 
aunt, and she was among the first to reach 
his cell and beg him to tell the truth and 
withhold nothing. 

Since Hanye has been confined in fail 
She has regularly carried him his meals 
and has been one of the few who éencour- 
aged him to be brave and hope for life. 

“If it were not for three other lives,”’ 
said she vesterday, “TI would ask them to 
dig another grave if Arthur is hanged and 
bury me beside the poor boy.”

The Water Board May Offer Him an 
Increase of Salary. 


JUDGE HILLYER OPPOSES IT 


He Asked the Board To Refuse To 
Raise the Salary Yesterday. 


THE QUESTION WILL BE SETTLED FRIDAY 


Judge Hillyer Sent a Letter from 
Warm Springs Opposing thé 
Raise. 


Will Captain Travis, chief engineer of 
the water department, leave Atlanta? 

The question is cne of interest t9 the 
public as weil as to the board of water 
commissioners. The board seems diviied 
and the outcome of the matter is in doubt, 

The probable departure of Captain Travis 
was first made known in The Constitution, 
He has an offer to go to New Mexico at 
a better salary than he is now receiving 
and he has the matter under consideration. 

The water board was notified of the re- 
ceipt of the offer and for two or tinree 
weeks it has been considering the matter 
with a view of persuading Captain Travis 
to remain in Atlanta, if possible. Ti» 
matter was re“rred to the executive 
committee of the board and at a secret 
meeting of the board yesterday a report 
was made. 

The committee recommended that Cap- 
tain Travis be given a raise in salary 
trom $1,800 to $2,000. He formerly received 
the latter sum. His salary was cut when 
he was given an assistant. He is offered 
$2,500. in New Mexico and it may be that 
he will yet accept the offer. When the re- 
port was made to the board yesterday a 
letter from Judge George Hillver was 
read opposing the project to raise the 
Salary. 

Judge Hillyer is president of the water 
board, and he Is in Warm Springs attend- 
ing the convention of the Georgia Bar As- 
sociation. He addressed a letter vigorously 
opposing the proposed raise, saying that 
he was opposed to the increase of salaries 
in all cases. The letter was influential and 
the board decided to postpone action on 
the matter until Friday afternoon, when 
Judge Hillyer will be present to partici- 
pate in the discussion of the matter. 

The meeting of the board yesterday was 
wall attended. Several important matters 
were acted upon and also a number of 
routine matters. Bids for the year’s supply 
of coal were received and referred to the 
finance committee. 

Superintendent Woodward’s ‘Repos. 

Superintendent Woodward’s r@port was 
received and filed. He submitted a com- 
plete report of the work done by the de- 
partment during the month. 

He says that the work of laying pipe on 
North Pryor street from Peachtree to 
Decatur has nearly been completed. He 
reports: 

North Avenue Main. 
yesterday -morning, June 
6:45 o’clock a. m., the sixteen-inch main 
at the corner of North avenue and ort 
street, ruptured, one section of pipe being 
cracked for about seven feet, lengthwise 
and across, the pressure at once falling 
to zero. I had the valves at the corner of 
Peachtree and North avenue, and Jack- 
son and North avenue, closed aS soon as 
possille, also fhe aide maim valve at 
North avenue and Piedmont avenue, at 
7:10 o'clock the pump at station was started 
and by 8:40 o'clock we had a ‘full pressure 
again. 

‘The cause of the rupture can only be 
attributed to a water hammer, caused by 
the sudden closing of hydrants while the 
fire pressure was on. The pipe was light 
Weight anyway. 

‘“] had a heavy-weight pipe put In place 
of it. This is the third break that has 
occurred on this line in the last ten months 
and all of them within a distance of 300 
fefi. The pressure at this point is very 
heavy, and the pipe should be of heavy 
weight. Accidents such as have already 
occurred are liable to happen at any time. 
I therefore recommend that the whole line 
between Myrtle and Pearl streets, on North 
avenue, with Fort street as a center, a 
distance of 3®% feet, be examined and all 
light-weight pipe be taken out and heavy- 
weight pipe be put in place of it.” 

Mrs. Black Wants Hydrants. 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black has asked the 
water board to establish drinking hydrants 
for horses at convenient places in the city. 
She thinks that such hydrants are neces- 
sary and that the city should ovrovide 
them. 

Mrs. Black addressed a letter to the wa- 
ter board making several suggestions about 
the matter and the communication was -re- 
ferred to Superintendent Woodward for 
action. Mrs. Black thinks that hydrants 
should be placed on Wilson avenue, in 
West End, and in many other sections of 
the city, greatly conveniencing citizens 
who now find it necessary to drive their 
horses many blocks to water. then. 

The communication from Mrs. Black 
was referred to Superintendent Woodward 
with directions that he communicate with 
Mrs. Black further as to the location of 
the proposed hydrants and to secure the 
consent of property owners for the erec- 
tion of the nydrants.

MUST RESIGN 


Rey. C. N. Donaldson Was Asked To 
Gite Up His Pulpit. 


REFUSED-TROUBLE ENSUED 


Church Members Were About To De- 


clare the Pastorate Vacant. 


HOW THE MINISTER MADE AN OFFER 


Will Present His Resignation to a 
Mass Meeting of the Fifth Bap- 
tist Church Sunday. 


Rev. C. N. Donaldson, pastor of the 
Fifth Baptist church, will submit his re- 
signation at a mass meeting of the church, 
to be held next Saturday afternoon. 

He agreed to do this at an open meeting 
of the church last night. 

It is known that there is a strong senti- 
ment in the church in favor of accepting 
the resignation. Indeed, the opposition to 
the pastor is so strong that open rupture 
in the ranks is prevalent. 

But for the agreement of the pastor to 
submit his resignaticn, a motion would 
have been made at the meeting of the 
church held last night to declare the pas- 
torate vacant. A number of members cf 
the church attended the meeting with the 
purpose of insisting that the pastor re- 
sign, and in the event that he declined, 
it was their intention to ask the church 
to declare Rev. Donaldson no longer pas- 
tor. 

The dissatisfaction in the 
of several months standing. It 
it has grown constantly until 
ment against the pastor was «about to 
burst in all its fury last night. The mem- 
bers of the church looked grave and deter- 
mined, and but for the earnest and emo- 
tional prayer of Mr. Donaldson ti:at the 
matter be postponed, the end wouid have 
beep forced ouickly. The situation was 
one Of Suppressed sentiment and it could 
be easily seen that there was excitement 
depicted on the faces of the congregation. 

Just what brought about the differences 
and dissatisfaction in the church was not 
evident -last night, and, in fact, it seems 
difficult to get at the exact cause of the 
trouble. Rev. Donaldson stated «hat for 
the life of him he could not -undser«taad 
the opposition, and many of his friends 
express the same opinion. Members of 
the opposition faction explain the matter 
on broad grounds by stating that the prin- 
cipal trouble is that Rev. Donaldson has 
not given satisfaction to the congregation. 

sO charges of improper conduct o7 lack 
of spiritual feeling is charzed against the 
pastor. He is not accused of wrong doing 
in any particular branch of his work, and 
just_why a large portion of the member- 
ship want him to resign is Known only 
in their hearts. Certain it is that 
is a feeling of dissatisfaction, regardless 
of the abence of charges. Rev. Donaldson 
admits that to be true. 


He Succeeded Dr. Norcross. 

It will be remembered that Rev. Donald- 
son succeeded Rey. Virgil Norcross as 
pastor of the Fifth Baptist church about 
eighteen months ago. Mr. Norcross had 
filled the pulpit for twenty years and he 
had become one of the best known minis- 
ters in the city and state when he resign- 
ed from the office. The members oi the 
church loved him for his long and faithful 
Service, and when he severed his comnec- 
tion with the church as pastor there was 
general regret. It was feared by muny 
that the members of the chureh wonuid 
never find another pastor who would please 
them as Dr. Norcross had, and that fear 
turned to truth some time ago. 

When the church people cast 
a new pastor they had in view (the pur- 
pose of securing a minister who. seemed 
best qualilied to take up the life work of 
Dr. Norcross and push it along to further 
success if possible. It Was a task of im- 
portance Which devolved upon the mem- 

* the church, and when they &e- 
Donaldson to occupy the pul- 
was believed that general satistac- 
wovld be given. ‘The minister had 
frequently filled the pulpit during Ur. Ner- 
cross’s time and he made many friends by 
his earnest devotion to his work and the 
pleasing manner of his address. He took 
up the work and has remained at his post 
since that time. 
Went Smoothly for a Time. 

For a time everything run along srcooth- 
ly in the church and no trouble arose over 
the change in pastors. But by and ky 
there begun to show itself a feeling of 
disinterestedness among the members oi the 
church who had formerly took an active 
part in the work and as time passed that 
feeling slowly but surely evolved into an 
open state of dissatisfaction. At tirst thie 
church people Kept their Sentiment *to 
themselves, fearing to express dissatisfac- 
tion at the work of the pastor, but finally 
the dissatisfaction became so pronounced 
that the church members began to dis- 
cuss the advisability of making a change 
in pastors. The talk was indulged in quiet- 
lv for someStime before it took cGelttnite 
shape. Not long ago certain leaders in 
the church decided that it would be best 
for the institution if something was done, 
and several of them decided to quietly 
ask Rev. Donaldson to resign. 

When the minister was informed of the 
state of the rupture and was told that 
it would be better for the churen U he 
would give up the pastorate, he expressed 
surprise and regret, but said that he would 
not submit his resignation. He promise. to 
consider the matter, but it ‘s said that 
after a time he declined to accede to the 
request of some of the leaders ind resign 
his office. When that refusil was inade 
known to the opposition faction the disset- 
isfaction became more general and it Was 
finally agreed to bring the matter ‘ip in 
conference and declare the pastor out oO! 
office. Aud the matter reached ore of the 
final: stages iast night when the resxular 
monthiv business conference was held. 

Many Members Present. 


A good proportion of the « hurch members 
had heard of the undercurrent of opposi- 
tion, and when they took their accustomed 
seats in the edifice last night they did so 
with a feeling that something very unnNsual 
would happen. The men and women mem- 
bers talked freely, and there were to be 
seen little groups of people here and there 
discussing the probuble result of the incet- 
ing before it was catied to order. rhe 
forces prepared themselves for batue, and 
but for a timely plea of the pastor for 
harmony and postponement, there would 
have been a discussion of a lively char- 
acter at the church. The opposition forces 
conferred with the pastor before he enter- 
ed the church, and he was put on notice 
of what was coming—a notice of semething 
he well knew before, however. 

In his opening remarks the minister gave 
slight intimation of. what was to come by 
asking the congregation to pray that he 
might be guided and blessed in making a 
decision as to,wnat he must do, and he 
asked that thd church members consider

prayer and song service Rev. Donaldson 
arose, and with deep emotion and sorrow- 
ful speech, he voluntarily launched the 
subject which had been then\iong postponed 
by reason of conferences among the mem- 
bers of the church, both in and out of the 
building. The pastor conferred with friends 
during the song service and business meet- 
ing, all of which caused the congregation 
to grow impatient. 


He Cautions Deliberation. 


"Rrethren,’’ he said, “I want you all to 
consider carefully what you may do here 
tonight. I know that there is disaffection 
in this church, and it pains me to talk to 
you about it. I will be perfectly frank and 
tell you that I know that some of you come 
here tonight with a. certain purpose. in 
view. am aware that some of my 
brethren want a new pastor of this church, 
and that they have come here to demand 


there 


do that at this time. I don’t want you to 
do anything that will cause heartburnings 
and trouble.. I have no ill feeling against 
any one here, and I am ready to talk this 
matter over with you calmly and fairly. 
I feel deeply wounded to think that my 
work has not pleased all of you. I have 
endeavored to do my best, and have labor- 
ed faithfully for you. This is a trying mvo- 
ment for me, and I sincerely trust that you 
will be careful what you do and say. I 
would not hurt your feelings, and I do not 
want you to hurt mine. I don’t want you 
to take any snap judgment here tonight. 
I tell you that there are many members 
of this church who do not know about what 
you propose to do tonight. I want you to 
postpone this. matter until a future time, 
when a!l of the church members can be 
present. Give them full notice, and let it 
be Known everywhere that I will submit 
my resignation, and if it is accepted, then, 
all right. I do not know about that. A 
majority of you may desire that I retire 
from this work. It is not my purpose to 
rs votes, and I only ask that you act 
risely. 


Asked To Be Given Time. 


“Let us have no wrangling and bitter feel- 
ing, and we can settle this matter proper- 
ly. 1 think that you might allow this 
matter to rest until the close of the year, 
and if there is then this same dissatisfac- 
fair to force the question tonight in the 
tion, I will resign. I think that it is un- 
absence of many chureh riembers, and I[ 
implore you to postpone action on it and 
let.everybody have a chance to vote. Call 
a mass meetings for next Sunday, or any 
time, and I will submit my resignation. I 
am afraid your church will be hurt by this, 
and 1 want you to act wisely, fairly and 
squarely, and with noble spirit and pur- 
pose. Let us postpone this matter, and do 
no wrong to any one. I want nothing but 
what is right, and I say let us have no 
political lobbying, but settle the question 
quietly and fairly in mass meeting.’’ 

The minister spoke with deep feeling, and 
it could be seen that he was at a disad- 
vantage. His voice quivered, and he spoke 
earnestly and at some length. There was 
no word or action afterwards which indi- 
cated how the meeting viewed the matter, 
except that it was evident that a postpone- 
ment would be in fairness, regardless of 
the question at issue. A motion to adjourn 
the session until Sunday afternoon at 4 
o’clock was unanimously carried, and with- 
out debate the members began to quietly 
leave the church. Many remained to talk 
over the matter, and from now until Sun- 
day afternoon the church people wil] be in 
a fever of excitement and discussion about 
the matter. 

Will Consider It Sunday. 


The propositicn of the pastor to submit 
his resignation and allow a majority of 
the church to decide the question was re- 
ceived with general satisfaction, and the 
members of the church will wait for the 
coming of Sunday with impatience. Just 
what action will be taken on the resigna- 
tion is not known. The announcement of 
the matter will be in the nature of a big 
surprise to the church people of the city, 
although it will be expected by many who 
have heard of the troubte in the Fifth 
Baptist church. The latter is one of the 
ov churches in the city in the suburban 
class.

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Sir Moreton Frewen’s Letter. 

The ietter of Sir Moreton lI'rewen, 
printed on the third page of yeSterday’s 
Constitution, ought to open the eyes of 
those Americans who believe in the sin- 
cerity of those who are constantly harp- 
ing on “international bimetallism.”” The 
letter to which we refer exposes the 


methods that have been used to estab- 


Tish the single gold standard, and 


makes perfecty. plain the fact that Mr. 
Cleveland himself, for some reason that 
the public at large can only guess at, is 
opposed to the restoration of silver in 
any shape, whether by the independent 
action of this country or by the united 
action of Europe. 

Our readers need not doybt the ac- 
curacy of the statements made in the 
Frewen letter. The man who wrote it 
is one of the most prominent and active 
of European bimetallists. He has con- 
_tributed to the literature of the subject 
many of the arguments that now bave 
a world-wide acceptance. He is a man 
of the highest character, and “would 
Scorn to resort to the shallow trick of 
making-a sensational statement merely 
for the purpose of attracting attention. 
Whatever statement he makes needs no 
higher voucher than his own signature. 

More than this, his letter, while it 
throws valuable light on* the situation, 
simply confirms the suspicions of Amer- 
ican bimetallists who have been watcli- 
ing Mr. Cleveiand’s course 
concern, but even they did not think that 
Mr. Cleveland would be willing to de- 
stroy his own party and sacrifice the 
prosperity of the people in an effort to 
place the country permanently under 
the ruinous operations of the single gold 
standard. 

Yet, he has not only done this, but 
he has gone farther. Not content with 
the results he was bringing about at 
home, he has used all his influence to 
throw, obstacles in the way of the bi- 
metallists of Great Britain. So far 
_ from desiring to bring about an inter- 
national monetary agreement, Mr. Cleve- 
land has set his face against it, and has 
taken measures to deceive many Euro- 
pean Silver men into the belief that the 
people. of this country did not want 
even international bimetallism. 

AS, Moreton Frewen says, emissaries 
have been sent to Great Britain and the 
‘speeches of such political jaybirds as

Senator Hill’s Letter. 

-It is set forth in the public prints 
that Senator David B. Hill is deeply 
concerned in the Whitney gold conspir- 
acy to tamper with the delegates at 
Chicago, and that he is going there with 
the avowed purpose of trying to per- 
suade the people’s representatives to in- 
dorse the republican plank on the cur- 
rency. 

With all due respect for the, faithful-

Before the Transvaal was a_ republic 
there was a famine in the land, and a 
party was organized to hunt the harte- 
For davs the party scoured the 
veldt in vain.

He accordingly 
left the party, in company with a native. 
Some hours afterward the Boer returned 
and informed .the party that he had prayed 
and in three days’ time a very large tioop 
of hartebeestes would pass that way. Sure 
enough, two days after the promised game 
appeared in sight, and the Dutchmen mode 
a great haul. ‘From that moment “ihe 
man of prayéw’ became the popular hero. 
That man was Paul Kruger. Some time 
afterward the native who accompanied 
Kruger stated that when Kruger entered 
the bush he did not pray, but struck out 
for a neighboring Kaffir kraal. Calling the 
head men, the Boer informed them that 
there was a large number of armed Boers 
on the other side of the bush, who had 
sent him to tell them that unless they 
(the natives) discovered game in iess than 
three days they would be all shot. The 
frightened natives set out forthwith, dis- 
covered the game and drove it toward 
the Boer camp.

Today it is worth 35 cents a pound 
in Manchester, England, wh®.e the 4e- 
mand for it is immensely ahead vf the 
present supply.” 

In an interview on the late Jules Simon, 
Rochefort said: “Although he was minis- 
ter several times, he accomplished the 
feat—a rarity, under the circumstances, 
which deserves emphasizing—of acquiring 
no fortune and dying poor.’’

Price was arrested by Bailiff Williams, 
of Solicitor O'Neill's court, who was re- 
quested by the insurance commissioner to 
proceed against Price. The latter was car- 
ried before Judge Orr, where he waived 
preliminary hearing and gave bond for his 
appearance next Monday in the city crim- 
court. Mr. D. H. Livermore, of the 
Fidelity Tust and Banking Company, sign- 
ed the bond. Price will be representéd by 
Colonel T. B. Felder. The case will be 
fought by both sides and some interesting 
developments are expected. 

Mr. W. H. Venable, the author of the 
Venable insurance law, says it is not 
true that the law makes ft easy for 
Wild cat insurance comfpanies to do busi- 
ness in this state»yas has been claimed by 
those who are opposing the Venable law. 
He says that if the law is enforced citizens 
of the state will be amply prtected and 
that there will be no cause for disreputable 
parties to swindle people who insure. 

Mr. Venable says the law seeks to give 
the people reasonable insurance rates and 
at the same time protect them from illegal 
and irregular methods. He explains the 
workings of the insurance law in the card 
accompanying this article. 

The following cards, were furnished The 
Constitution yesterday in regard to Mr. 
Price’s arrest: 

“Editor Constitutioa—Your article in re- 
fard to the fire of tden Park milis and 
the firm of Price & Biedler regarding the 
policies of insurance issued by various New 
York concerns does me a gross injustice 
and I beg to submit a statement of the 
following facts:

panies. Mr. Biedler, who is now in New 
York and connected with the 
Union Life Insurance Company, of that 
city, writes me that James asked him to 
procure for the Eden Park mills some 
cheap insurance, as he would not pay the 
premiums demanded by local companies. 
At his request he (Biedler) wrote to Blake 
& Co., of Chicago, to place the business at 
cheaper rates, the policies were sent down 
in due course and Mr. Biedler delivered 
them to Mr. James, telling him at the 
time of such delivery the source through 
which the insurance was procured. 

“Mr. Biedler states in his letter that Mr. 
James said he would take chances on it 
and in payment of the insurance premium 
Mr. James, as treasurer, gave a note pay- 
able personally to A, L. Biedler for the 
amount of premium due. There is no doubt 
in my mind from Mr. Biedler’s statement 
that Mr. James knew all about and from 
what source the insurance. was procured.

Rapid Work on All the Structures Now 
Being Built. : 

Work on the Jones avenue bridge is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and already the piers 
are nearing completion, 

Although small, this is to be one of the 
finest bridges in the city. It will be con- 
structed entirely of steel, is to be paved 
with granite cubes and the sidewalks will 
be of the best tiling. The estimated cost 
of the bridge is $16,455. 

While it is being constructed travel will 
be impeded. The brivge will be compieted 
about September Ist. 

In a few days the work of repairing the 
Edgewood avenue bridge will be commenc- 
ed. This bridge has been sadly in neod of 
repair for some .time, much of the rail- 
ing is broken, while the flooring is crack- 
ed. 

Early next year a new bridge, construct- 
ed of steel, will be built, but no definite 
action has yet been taken. 

The fate of the Alabama street bridge 
will be in the hands of the Georgia legis!la- 
ture. The Central railroad now has the 
right of way on the land upon which the 
bridge is to rest on its western extremity, 
and the claim has been made that they 
contemplate erecting a passenger depot 
on the site. 

If the legislature gives the city the right 
to condemn the land, then the Central rail- 
road will probably take out an injunction, 
which will delay the work for some -ime.

THAT NEW CENSUS 


MAY BE TAKEN 


Finance Committee Hears Arguments in 
Favor of the Proposition. 


| WILL MAKE A REPORT SOON 


Mr. Hendrix Says That a Census Will 
Give More School Money. 


DISCOUNT ON TAXES PAID. THIS MONTH 


Council Will Be Asked To Offer a 
Discount of 1 Per Cent on All 
Payments Up to $50,000. 


— — 


* The finance committee of the council has 
under consideration the advisability of 
taking a census of the population of the 
city. 

The committee talked about the matter at 
a meeting yesterday afternoon, but no 
final report was agreed upon. The ar- 
®uments favorable to the proposition were 
heard, and it appeared that a majority, if 
not all members of the committee, think 
that a census would be a good thing. 

Those present were Chairman Inman, 
Mr. Howell, Mr. Culberson, Mr. Tolbert 
and Mayor King and City Attorney An- 
derson. 

The committee decided to request Judge 
Anderson, the city attorney, to look into 
the matter and report on the legal phase 
of the question. He will ascertain if the 
law gives the city the right to take a 
census which will be recognized by the 
government Officially, and whether the ob- 
jects of the census. will be gained if it 
is taken. 

There is some question in the minds of 
the committee about the matter and Judge 
Anderson will investigate the matter fully 
before making his report. It is under- 
stood that if it is legally shown that the 
population is more than 75,000 the Atlanta 
postoffice will be raised in rank from the 
second to the first class, thereby giving 
the office better facilities in several ways. 
The city attorney will find out if the sim- 
ple taking of a census as proposed, will 
be recognized by the government and re- 
sult in the betterment of the postoffice, 
as claimed. 

A delegation from the Mail Carriers’ ASs- 
sociation appeared before the committee 
and urged that the census be taken. The 
committee argued for their side of the 
question, and cited instances where cities 
had been benefited by taking a census. 
The mail carriers were represented by 
Messrs. Leatherwood, Leaman and Jes- 
ter. Mr. Leatherwood acted as spokes- 
man. 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix, of the board of edu- 
cation appeared before the committee, and 
he urged the taking of the census on the 
ground that it would give the city a larger 
percentage of the state school fund. The 
city is allowed so much for each person 
between the age of six and eighteen, and 
Mr. Hendrix stated that if a census was 
taken it would now show a far larger 
number of school persons than allowed 
by the last census. He urged the commit- 
tee to recommend that a census. of the 
school children be taken, which would en- 
able the board of education to get consid- 
erable money from the state school fund. 

The point raised by Mr. Hendrix was a 
strong one, and if the census is taken the 
school census will doubtless be taken. It was 
stated that the city pays about one-eighth 
of the school tax of the state and gets 
only a very small percentage of the money 
back. The state apportions the money out 
according to the census of 1890, and the 
city gets no benefit for the largely in- 
creased population since that census was 
taken. The school population is much 
larger in all of the wards, and besides a 
great many have been added to the rolls 
by the recent extension of the city limits. 

Judge Anderson will make a ccmpleet 
examination of the matter, and he will 
formulate an ordinance covering the entire 
matter and providing for the census as 
seems beste The report will be made to 
the finance committee soon, and that com- 
mittee will then report to the council. It 
is practically certain that the census will 
be taken until September, - because 
people are out of the city during 
the summer and many more will move to 
Atlanta in the early fall. It is desired to 
get a full census and the records will be 
made when it is thought the city’s popu- 
tion is the largest. 

Will Offer a Special Discount.: 

The finance, committee will recommend 
to the council that another special discount 
on the payment of taxes be offered the 
public. The city is short of money and 
will need about $50,000 to meet expenses 
during the summer, according to the esti- 
mate of Captain J. W. Goldsmith, city 
comptroller. 

It was decided to ask the council to pass 
a resolution authorizing the tax col- 
lector to receive taxes at a_i dis- 
count of 1 percent up to $50,000 pro- 
vided the money is paid on or before June 
20th. Mr. Inman introduced the matter, 
and it was unanimously approved and 
Comptroller Goldsmith will prepare a res- 
Olution accordingly. The matter will be 
passed upon at the next meeting of the 
council, and, no doubt, will be adopted, 


MARKS {S ACQUITTED. 


MAN SAID TO BE RUSSIAN JEWS’ 
BANKER SET FREE. 


Given a Trial Before Judge Candler 
Yesterday—He Was Much 
Elated. 


Mr. Jacob Marks, who. was formerly a 
merchant on Decatur street and who moved 
to Bessemer, Ala., some tinte ago, was 
tried before Judge Candler yesterday on 
the charge of larceny after trust. 

Marks is the man who the Russian Jews 
of Decatur street claimed had received 
their money while acting in the capacity 


, of a banker and then skipped with it. He 


was brought back from Alabama somre time 
ago and was honorably acquitted yester- 
day, the jury having been out only a few 
minutes when it brought in a verdict of 
not guilty. 

At the time of the arrest quite a sensa- 
tion Was stirred up. It was said that 


‘Marks had been the banker of the Rus- 


sian Jews and had left with their funds. 
Much was said about it at the time. Two 
warrants were taken out against Marks 
and later a true bill was found against 
him. He was brought here from Bessemer, 
and yesterday was put on trial. 

He was greatly pleased at the result 
of the trial, although he says it was just 
what he expected. He denied that he was 
a banker, but said the money he had 
belonging to the Russian Jews represented 
nothing but a debt. He will return to 
Bessemer elate with victory.

MUST 


WOOD DRANK POISON, 


YOUNG WHITE MAN ATTEMPTED 
SUICIDE YESTERDAY. 


His Mind Said To Be Slightly De- 
mented—Saved by the Work 
of the Doctors. 


Lon Wood, a young white man seven- 
teen years of age, attempted to commit 
suici@s yesterday afternoon by drinking 
four ounces of laudanum, But for the 
prompt arrival and diligent work of sev- 
eral physicians he would undoubtedly have 
accomplished his purpose. 

Weod is a young man of rather unsound 
mind. Hf mental conditien has been -tren- 
dered unusually conspicuous’ for the last 
few weeks by his strange actions. 

This fact is thought to be one cause of 
the attempt on his life. 

He became engaged in a difficulty geveral 
weeks ago and shct a negro, seriously 
wounding him, The young man has been 
in constant fear ever since that he would 
|have to answer for the deed. 

He is an ex-employe of the Exposition 
cotton mills, but quit work several weeks 
ago. Since that time hé has been very 
despondent, as it seemed almost impossible 
for him to secure another position. 

Wood lives with his father and mother in 
a cottage on Front street, near the miil, 
and is well known and respected in that 
community. 

lt is miraculous that the attempt on his 
life did not succeed. His present condition 
is owing to the fact that all the laudanum 
was not taken at the same time. He 
drank two ounces first and the remaining 
two ounces in about twenty minutes. If he 
had swallowed the entire amount at once 
he never would have lived to tell the tale. 

His Mind Not Strong. 

While young Wood is not a \inatic, it is 
generally understood fn that neighborhood 
that his mind is unsound. At times his 
conversation is not rational and his actions 
are queer. 

When a mere child, oaly eighteen months 
old, he received a severe shock by light- 
ning, which is thought to have materially 
impaired his reason. 

His dismissal from the mills several 
weeks ago seemed to have cast an extra 
gloom over him, and he has been very 
despondent. 

Yesterday morning he ate his breakfast 
as usual and did not seem to be in unusu- 
ally low spirits. He appeared at the home 
of one of his neighbors after dinner and ate 
a melon with the family. Nothing unus- 
ual was noticed in his demeanor. 

Bought the Drug. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon he appeared 
at the Exposition mills grocery store about 
four blocks from his home, on Marietta 
street. He purchased a two-ounce bottle 
of laudanum, for which he paid 10 cents. 

He placed the bottle in his plocket and 
forthwith stepped into the butcher shop 
next door. He asked for a dipper of water, 
which was handed him. He threw half of 
the water on the floor and emptied the 
whole two ounces of laudanum into the 
remaining fluid in the dipper. He drank 
the ‘entire contents. 

He then stepped out of the shop, but re- 
turned in about five minutes, claiming that 
he was sick and laid down in one corner. 
When asked why he drank the drug he re- 
plied that he wanted it for his nerves. 

Drank Two More Ounces. 

Wood lay on the floor in the butcher 
shop about ten minutes, and seemed very 
drowsy, He finally got up and walked to 
the grocery store of Malan & Bro., on Ma- 
rietta street, about half a mile away. 

He purchased another two ounce bottle 
of the drug here, and drank it in the 
same way he had disposed of the other. 
He walked out of the store and proceeded 
to the Brown building, in front of Wither’s 
Store. 

He lay down on a bench and was seem- 
ingly asleep. Bystanders began to notice 
him and attempted to arouse him, but he 
did not move a muscle. With the exception 
of only a slight respiration, he was ap- 
parently dead. 

Two physicians were hastily summoned 
and made every effort to restore life to 
the prostrate form. Every means known 
to the profession was used with seemingly 
no result, 

It was then thought best to take Wood 
to his home a few blocks away. He was 
placed in a hack, arriving a few minutes 
later, stillin an unconscious condition. The 
physicians energetically pursued their 
work and in about two hours the young 
man opened his eyes. He has by no means 
recovered, but at an early hour this morn- 
ing was thought to have been much im- 
proved. It is most probable that he will 


recover, 
Shot a Negro. 

The main cause that seems to have 
prompted Wood’s rash deed is a shooting 
Scrape in which he was engaged several 
weeks ago. It seems that colored tramps 
have been hanging about the station at 
Howell’s, on the Seaboard Air-Line road, 
just outside the city, and have been a 
source of much trouble to the opeator. One 
night they nearly scared him to death, and 
made him take to the woods for his life. 

The county police have been trying to 
break up this disturbance and, it is said, 
engaged the efforts of young Wood for this 
purpose, 

Consequently, about three weeks ago 
Wood was stationed near Howell’s,. with 
a pistol in his pocket and with instructions 
to shoot the first colored tramp that ap- 
peared. 

It was not long ere a dusky pedestrian 
put in an appearance and received a bullet 
close to his heart from Wood's pistol. The 
negro was carried to his home and has 
uaee lingering between life and death ever 
since, 

It is supposed that this affair has been 
weighing on the young man’s mind so heav- 
ily that he preferred death to probable 
prosecution for the shooting.

The judge will be accompanied by his 
family on the trip, and he will spend his 
entire vacation in the mountains of North 
Carolina,

CORPORATIONS 
MUST PAY TAX 


County Attorney Rosser Gives His 
Opinion on the Question. 


THE BOARD MET YESTERDAY 


County Affairs Were Discussed at 
Length by the Commissioners. 


A NEW SYSTEM OF RECORDS PROPOSED 


The Cost of Publishing Grand Jury 
Presentments Causes a Kick from 
the Board. 


The county commissioners held an un- 
usually interesting and important session 
yesterday morning—the regular meeting 


for July. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Collier at 10 o’clock, and the 
commissioners discussed county~ affairs 
until after noon. 

The opinion of County Attorney Rosser 
in regard to the tax returns of corpora- 
tions was tendered the board, and a 
special session was called for July 15, at 
which time the opinions will be acted upon 
and the officers and attorneys of the 
banking houses, building and loan associ- 
ations and insurance companies will be 
given an opportunity to make an answer 
to the board why the full amount of 
taxes have not annually been returned to 
the county tax receiver. 

Architect Normann was present when 
the session was called to order, and 
after a few roads and bridges were passed 
up to the board, and several minor mat- 
ters attended to, he stated that he desired 
to file a protest to the action of the board 
in employing Mr. Grant Wilkins to draw 
the plans for the new jail. 

Commissioner Adair stated that Mr, Wil- 
kins had been employed by the board, 
and every member, he felt sure, believed 
that Mr. Wilkins would give the county 
just what was desired in a new prison. 

Mr. Normann said that he did not see why 
the county should do this, and took the po- 
sition that the plans should have been pre- 
pared by an architect. Mr. Normann said 
he had not filed any plans with the board 
because he did not think it was profes- 
sional for an architect to place plans in 
competition where an engineer was to pass 
upon the plans and superintend the work of 
corstruction. 

The question was argued at length and 
caused quite a heated discussion. A mo- 
tion was made that the "board reopen the 
matter, but this was voted down by the 
majority, and Mr. Wilkins will draw the 
plans and superintend the construction of 
the new jail. Mr. Wilkins is now at work 
upon the drawings, and will have them 
ready to be submitted to the board in a few 
weeks. 

Must Pay the Tax. 

Commissioner Adair presented the 
ports of County Attorney Rosser upon the 
question of the taxation of: building and 
loan associations, the Atlanta Home In- 
surance company and the banks or bank- 
ing associations, and stated that the re- 
ports sustained the position which had 
been taken by him at a former meeting. 
He stated that the reports were very full 
and exhaustive, and that it would probably 
be impossible for the board to consider 
them in detail at this meeting, and upon 
motion the clerk was ordered to furnish 
a copy of the reports to the tax re- 
ceiver for his information and guidance; 
and the board was ordered to convene 
in w& speciaz session to be held on 
Wednesday, July 15, at 10 o’clock, at 
which time the tax receiver will be ex- 
pected to make a report of such corpora- 
tions as are affected by the opinion; and 
it is also expected that the various corpo- 
rations will be present by their officers or 
attorneys, so as to be heard in the matter. 

This is a matter of no little importance, 
as it has been a custom of the banks of 
this city to return only their capital stock 
for taxation, when under the opinion of 
Mr. Rosser they should also give in their 
surplus and undivided profits, which will 
mean an increase of something over a 
million dollars, upon which the tax of Ful- 
ton county is about $11,000. 

The Atlanta Home Insurance company 
has been giving in no personal property, 
and, according to the opinion of Attorney 
Rosser, they are liable for the tax upon 
their personal property, which, according 
to their statement to the comptroller 
general, amounts to $759,000, upon which 
the tax for 185 was something over $8,000, 
and if the commissioners insist upon col- 
lecting for the past seven or eight years, 
will amount to quite a considerable sum. 


Tax Returns Coming In. 

At the last session of the finance com- 
mittee Tax Receiver Armistead was in- 
structed to close his tax books promptly 
on the first day of July. 

At the time the instructions were issued 
the tax returns were short about $4,000 
over last year.

“I do not approve of mrale instructors 
holding female pupils up while the latter 
make wild and awkward plunges with 
arms and legs. A beginner who learns to 


.rely upon-that support will find difficulty’ 


in getting along without it. 

“The instructor should stand at some dis- 

tance from the pupil and show her by 
means of practical illustrations how to 
form her stroke. If she gets into trouble 
he will be near enough to profect her. Af- 
ter a few trials she will get the primary, or 
two-arm stroke, all right. 
, in forming the primary stroke the arms 
and limbs should work together..At the 
moment the hands are extended, with the 
fingers fairly close together but not press- 
ed too tightly, the legs should be drawn 
up toward the body. Then when the arms 
are swung around toward the body, the 
palms of the hands forming scoops against 
the water, the feet should kick one after 
the othtr, quickly, generally the left foot 
first, having care ‘that neither foot rises 
above the surface. 

“Although beginners are not supposed to 
know anything beyond the primary stroke, 
I will tell them briefly how they can ac- 
quire the others. Of these the most valu- 
able is the single overhand. It is execut- 
ed by swimming on the side and half turn- 
ing the body at each stroke, throwing the 
hand ahead and practically Grawing the 
body up to it, the legs assisting meanwhile, 
as in the primary stroke, and fhe. other 
hand being used as a propeller under the 
body. The double overhand is useless 
Save for a spurt in racing. and is formed 
by turning from side to side as each arm 
is thrown ahead alternately. 

Swimming on-the back is easy. All that 
is necessary_is. to keep pushing the water 
away from Orie with both hands and feet. 

“Floating is equally easy. One- must 
draw long breaths and keep up an al- 
most imperceptible commotion in the water 
under the body with the hands.

Tie POPULISTS AND THEIR PLATFORM 


They Have a Few Things To Present 
to the St. Louis Convention. 
What They Are. 


Judge J. K. Hines looms up for congress. 

Colonel Lon Livingston will, in all prob- 
ability, have opposition from populist 
quarters. Judge Hines has not yet an- 
nounced, but ieaders in his party declare 
that he will make the race, and Judge 
Hines himself does not deny it. When 
questioned in regard to the race. and his 
possible candidacy the judgé looked wise 
and relapsed into a McKinley silence. 

“rT have nothing to say,” the replied. 

The rumor that Judge Hines would enter 
the field against Livingston has veen 
afloat for some days..It has been stated 
that the full populist programme has been 
made out and that Tom Watson will be 
the gubernatorial nominee. The populists, 
however, have nothing to say and are wait- 
ing until the session of the coming conven- 
tion, when they will take definite action. 
The populists are awaiting with serious 
concern the Chicago convention, as they 
realize that the future course of the party 
will be materially affected by the action 
of the democrats. Many of those who, 
during the past, have strongly championed 
the cause of the populists are weakening 
in their former belief and preparing to 
fight out the free silver cause in the ranks 
of the democratic party. It is acknowl- 
edged by the most ardent leaders of pop- 
ulism in this section that they favor the 
support of the free silver candidate to be 
nominated by the Chicago convention. 

“As I look at it now,’’ said a well-Known 
third party man yesterday, ‘there will 
be no difference between the democrats 
and our party in the national election. Il 
believe that we will agree to support the 
free silver man put out at Chicago tor 

‘esident. A part of the populist party 
has already indorsed Teller and with a 
great number he is the candidate most 
desired. I believe that the southern popu- 
lists would support him if he should be 
named. at Chicago. Me appears the most 
available man. It is my opinion that there 
will be a general amalgamation between 
the democrats and the populists and that 
the old breach will be bridged.” 

The state convention has been called to 
meet in this city on August 6th. The call 
was issued several days ago by Chairman 
Watson, who announced that affairs of 
unusual interest would be discussed. At 
this convention also an electoral ticket 
will be put out, all statehouse officers nom- 
inated, and a new executive committee 
will be chosen. The national convention 
of the party will meet in St. Louis on July 
22a. All of the delegates from Georgia 
ave been named and it is said a large 
crowd will go on from this state. At the 
convention last December the populists 
made out a platform which will be sub- 
mitted to the national platform committee 
and urged for passage. 

The platform is the same ancient popu- 
listic creed calling. for the government 
ownership of railroads and all such, The 
Georgians declare they will push it through 
in St. Louis. 

As to the candidacy of Judge Hines it 
has been said for some time that he would 
be in the race. When seen yesterday the 
judge assumed an air of inserutable aus- 
terity and pulled his abbreviated beard in 
silent meditation.

An unexpected state of affairs has arisen

It looks as if a large part, if not all, of 
the fines, may never be paid. 

Unless the lessees voluntarily choose to 
hand over the money to the State, there 
seems to be no easy way to get it. 

It appears that there is no law b ywhich 
the fines can be collected. 

As a penalty for non-payment, the gov- 
ernor might cancel the lease contracts, but 
this is a condition which the lessees would 
not strongly object to, and in that event 
the governor would be confronted by the 
unsolvable problem of the disposition of the 
prisoners. He would have an elephant on 
his hands which he would find hard to rid 
himself of. 

What course Mr. Julius Brown, receiver 
for the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company, will take in regard 
to the payment of the fine imposed by the 
governor is not known. It is believed, 
though, by taose who are familiar with the 
case that the fine will not be paid. 

Defective state.laws in regard to the 
matter provide no penalty for the non- 
payment of such a fine except the cancel- 
lation of the lease by the state. This may 
be done, as Governor Atkinson said that if 
the money was not paid by Juiy 15th, he 
would consider the question of cancelling 
the lease. While it is possible that this 
miay be the final result of the matter, it is 
not at all probable unless the state can 
find someone else to take the convicts as it 
is claimed that it costs too much to Keep 
them.

It is quite likely that the case will take 
some different turn in the near future, and 
though the time for the payment of,.the 
fine is nearly up, the matter will not be 
dropped at the expiration of that period. 

The decision of Judge Lumpkin in the 
case of the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing 
and Investment Company ieaves te mat- 
ter in a legal tangle that will take t.me 
to bring to a conclusion. 

The case before Judge Lumpkin originat- 
ed in a petition filed by Mr. Julius L. 
Brown asking for direction in regard to 
payment of the fine imposed by the gcver- 
nor on Camp No.‘1 for violation of the 
lease contract. It grew out of the long trial 
before the governor in February. 

This was the part of he petition that 
pertained to the fines, and in regard to it 
Judge Lumpkin has decided that he cculd 
not authorize payment of such fines. 

Thus the matter stands. Mr. Brown evi- 
dently cannot or will not pay the fine 
until so directed by the court because in 
his petition he asked for the right to do so. 
The court having refused so to airect Mr. 
Brown cannot now pay the fine. 

The question then arises how ts the state 
to obtain the amount imposed by the gov- 
ernor as a fine on the Camp No. 1? 

It appears that at this point the laws 
fail. The governor undoubtedly has the 
power to impose fines on the hessees, but 
there is no statute providing for the col- 
lection of such fines or prescribing a pen- 
alty for their non-payment. 

It seems to be the state’s time to move, 
but just what move will be made no one 
can tell. 

It is within the governor's power, of 
course, to take the lease away from the 
parties not paying fines, but the question 
then arises as to what shall be done with 
the convicts? 

The question is one of the deepest legal 
interest, and its outcome will be watched 
carefully by the lawyers as well as the cii- 
izens of the state.
